The Contention and its Work. 
I have been a eilent looker-on 
concerning the National Conven- 
tion of the Brethren church, and 
"white I was musing, the fire 
burned."— Psalms 89 : 3. E vury 
issue of our church paper makes 
it more apparent that a conven- 
tion, wherein the whole church 
is represented is a necessity. The 
simple fact that we hare no sys- 
tem of co-operative church work, 
is itself enough cause for such a 
convention, whether or not the 
Brethren are ready for it The 
two great necessities of the 
church are — 1st, Union in Doc- 
trine ; 2nd, systematic co-opera- 
tion. To reaffirm the Gospel 
alone as our only creed, is not 
necessary unless we have depart- 
ed from it, or never wholly ac- 
cepted all its teachings. To be 
united in doctrine involves to 
define what the Gospel does 
teach on all points where there 
is not complete union. A cor- 
rect understanding of what is 
taught in the Goapel will bring 
as into the closest possible union 
in doctrine. 

If the Gospel does not teach 
close communion, nor yet open 
communion, it does teach the 
communion of saints. If it does 
not teach that members of tbe 
church shall not belong to secret 
orders, it does moat surely forbid 
swearing at all ; and if our under- 
standing is too imperfect to de- 
fine positively what the Gospel 
does teach on any point, let the 
convention at least recommend 
t bat which is safe, a closer study 
of the Gospel, and "shunning the 
vei^' appearance ol evil." 

2nd. Systematic co-operation, 
growing from a Gospel union in 
faith and doctrine is tbe great 
need of the church. We have 
one Head, Christ. We are one 
body (though many members,) 
and each member should seek 
the welfare of every other mem- 
ber, and each needs the other's 
help. One body united in one 
doctrine, subject to one head, 
should be harmonious through- 
out, and labor for the edification 
of the body. 

The right relation of the mem- 
bers of the body should be es- 
tablished and maintained accord- 
ing to the gospel, and a system 
of distributing the ministers 


that each church may be sop- 
plied, and each minister who is 
willing to devote himself to tbe 
high calling of the commission, 
may be supplied with a field of 
labor, and receive a support, aa 
the "Priest who ministers at the 
altar," and so live of the gospel." 
1 Cor. 9 : 18, 14. To accomplish 
this, the convention should re- 
affirm 1 Cor, 16 : 2 and adopt it 
for immediate and continuous 
practice, thus turning our debt 
and begging into a paid up cash 
system of the prosperity that 
God gives ns. 

And this would give a 
correct basis for future calcula- 
tion. It is aim ply a fact that 
Brethren ministers cannot itiner- 
ate, (which is the most success- 
ful system of preaching the gos- 
pel) without the assurance of the 
necessaries of lite. From this 
fund a proportionate share could 
be devoted to home and foreign 
missions and all would tare simi- 
larly. Besides this, it would 
bind us together in the strongest 
possible brotherhood of churches. 
The whole system based on 
the gospel plan of cooperation, 
indicated, would grow symmet- 
rical; as the base which is tbe 
looaltcburoh would expand and 
increase, our missions would 
grow also. 

We have accepted Ashland 
College ; it is doing good work 
and it is honest and right we 
should pay for it. A Brethren 
Publishing House with sufficient 
capacity to meet all tbe demands 
of the church in the way of 
books, papers, tracts, certificates, 
etc., and the New Testament 
inscribed on the back, "The 
Brethren's only Creed," and, if 
you please, the time of its adop- 
tion by tbe church. These are 
only some of the needs of the 
church which demand a conven- 
tion.
